impose a tax, or /or the expenditure of money, in 
any town or city, unless ho shall wMiln the year next 
preceding havo paid B tax asBCsEcd upon his pioporty, 
valued at least at one hundred and thirty-lour dol- 
lars 
Thin amendment shall tafco iu the Constitution 


of the Slate, the place of {Sections 1 anil 3 of Article 
II which Hculions are hereby annulled and rescinded. 


ARTJCLE VH. 


All Boldiers and Bailors of foreign birth, citizens of 


the United HtaifB, who served in the army and nuvy 
«f tho United States during the Iftto war, from this 
State, mid who were honorably discharged from fcuch 
service, shall havo the riaht to vote in tho eleotlou 
of nil civil ollicern, and on all questions in all legally 
organized iown, district or ward meetings, upon tho 
same condition*, and under and subject Lo the panic 
rcfitrktioiiR, IIH native born citizena.

Far uway from llio limmts of nion my lovo 


of solitude led nio "o.lho rough, Almost iui- 
ponotrabid passes or the gorges. 


Tho moro (juiet tho forest, tlio nioro deso- 


late tho mountain chain, tho more myste- 
rious find romantic do thoy seem. And tho 
inrgo, brawny ppople residing liero arc fit 
giants for these mountain wilds. 
To look 


moro practically at it, tho larger and strong- 
er they are, the moro aid they are to trav- 
ellers. 


Whero could a denizen of the city, weary 


with tho trouble, envy, strife of men, where 
could bo find relief bettor ; than upon the 
bosom of nature, unmolested in its quiet 
grandeur by tho skill or caro of man 'i &o 
thought I, as I wandered over tho wooded 
mountain heights of Alsaeo, douso and dark; 
the mossy ground, soft with tho accumula- 
tion of centuries of fallen loaves, yielding, 
with a gentle, coning sound, to tho foot, tho 
air quivering with life, and redolont with tho 
breath of the huge pines and fira which 
towered above tho glistening leaves around 
them.

1 would have liked to shout with them, 
for now I hnd hopes of being rescued. 
Breathless, I listened to discover whether 
tho voices nearod me or not, arid, ns it 
Boomed to me that they lost themselves to 
oup side, I cried out for help. 


Within a few .minutesI was surrounded 


by a small company in holiday attire, who 
seemed to.be coining from a wedding; boys 
and. girls appeared in numbers; the first had 
bunches of flowers and twigs on thpir bats 
and jackets, tho last wore wreaths of bloom- 
ing mountain grass upon the head.
